SMALL POX IN SYRIAINQUARTERS 


No sooner had the danger of a small 
pox epidemic from the Benoit and 
Howarth cases passed than the dread 
disease made its appearance in. an- 
other quarter and under circumstances 
| Which make it seem all the more likely 

that many cases will result from the 
present outbreak, 

Two cases of the disease were dis- 
| Covered-at 329 Oak street. The victims 
; are Joseph Maloof and his wife. They 

both have the disease in a virulent 
form, but Mr. Maloof has nearly re- 
covered, having passed through the 
preliminary stages without anyone 
knowing the nature of the disease 
‘with which he was afflicted. Maloof 
conducts a pool room on Common 
Street. He has resided in this coun- 
try about 12 years but his wife arrived 
only about six weeks ago. It is sup- 
posed that Maloof contracted the dis- 
ease in Boston four weeks ago. when 
he went there to attend the funeral of 
a relative. While he was quite ill two 
weeks ago he kept about and did not 
call a physician. His wife was taken 
Sick the first of the week and _yester- 
day Dr. O'Connor, who was attending 
her, noticed symptoms of small pox. 
He at once notified Agent Smith and 
after examining the patient Mr. Smith 
pronounced the disease small pox, Dr. 
Magee confirmed the opinion of Agent 
Smith when he visited Mrs. Maloof la- 
ter, and today Dr. Morse of the state 
board of health came to Lawrence and 
confirmed the diagnosis of the local 
authorities. 

The ‘Maloofs live in a block with 50 
other people and in the rear there is a 
block in which 90 Syrians live, As 
Maloof has been mingling freely with 
his fellow countrymen it is feared that 
he has given the disease to qthers be- 
sides his wife. 


DEATH STATISTICS. 


For the week ending December 6th 
there were 30 deaths reported to the 
Board of Health. Of those who died 
16 were under five years of age and 13 
over 50. The causes of death were: 
Pneumonia 6* heart disease 5; inflam- 
mation of the lungs 2; old age 2; as- 
phyated during labor 1; malnutrition 
1: gastroentritis 1; Brights’ disease 
and cardiac insufficiency 1; intussus- 
ciption 1; phthisis 1; pathis pulmonah 
and sporadic asthma 1; cancer and an- 
emia 1; cancer of uterus 1; marasmus 
1; epilipsy and paralysis of nerve cen- 
tres 1; paralytic shock, chronic pol- 
eomyelitis 1; whooping cough and mea- 
sles 1; still born 2.

The Cold Snap. 

Last -Friday..morning saw the. com- 
mencement of a bad snow storm which 
cleared off during the afternoon and in 
‘the evening the weather began to get 
colder, Thesnow bothered the electric 
car service intown, both Lawrence and 
Reading cars and the new North Ando- 
ver line getting badly off time during 
the day. .

‘ing: Daring the meetin the tomomrs 
ature dropped considerably;.and Satur- 
day proved to be a cold day with skating 
on some of the small ponds. 

More snow fell on Sunday, so that the 
sleighing was made excellent. Monday 
brought around another cold day, and 
toward” night the mercury inthe thier- 
mometers fell-rapidly until-in- the early 
evening zero was only a degree or two 
away. Lower and lower temperatures 
were recorded during the night. Those 
who had to be out in the cold’ went 
about as rapidly as possible with hands 
to their ears with an occasional dab at 
nose, cheeks or chin where the bleak, 
piercing wind had bitten. 

Early Tuesday morning many ther- 
mometers about town recorded 18° below 
zero, while others ranged from 12° down 
to the former figure. Oneglass recorded 
33° below, but it is safe to say that the 
glass is not reliable. From Frye Village 
came the report of 23° below, but that 
was expected as it is always from five to 
ten degrees colder there than anywhere 
else in town, 

While there was some ‘suffering and a 
great deal of inconvenience owing to the 
scarcity of fuel, among all classes, noth- 
ing of a serious nature has been heard of. 
The plumbers have been kept busy reap- 
ing their harvest from the broken pipes 
and frozen up traps, etc. The tale of 
woe came from all over town and the 
men hurried to respond to the urgent 
request to “come and fix my pipes.” 

At Miss Woods, on Bartlet street, the 
fire in the furnace had-been allowed to 
go out and the radiators were not 
emptied. In consequence, when the fire 
was relighted in the furnace, the water 
which had frozen in the pipes had forced 
the sections apart. ‘The damage will 
amount to several hundred dollars prob- 
ably. Many people are shutting off the 
water at their houses on these extremely 
cold nights, thus avoiding the danger of 
frozen pipes. 

While dealers in other places, Boston, 
Lawrence, Lowell,. Haverhill, and so on, 
are hardly moving any coal and not pre- 
tending to take an order to be delivered 
inside of a month, the local dealer, F. E. 
Gleason, is not refusing an Andover per- 
son who applies,’ but he will only send 
out the coal in quarter ton lots. Scores 
of calls from Boston and Lawrence deal- 
ers, as well as from private individuals 
out of town, have been refused by him, 
unless they are regular customers. The 
prices here have been less than at Bos- 
ton, also. Wood is high, but there is 
plenty of it, the only question being of 
delivery.

In the town of Maynard, Mass,, sit- 
uated some twenty-eight miles north- 
west Of Boston, lying directly upon the 
‘Fitchburg division of the Boston & 


Maine railroad, may be seen today not. 


only an ideal manufacturing commun- 
ity, but also what one man keen in 
foresight and thoroughly trained in 
manufacturing, can accomplish. And 
accomplish too as well, as much for the 
corporation he represents as for’ the 
town and the townspeople as well, 
Three years ago, on May 19, 1899, the 
American Woolen Company acquired 
the Assabet mills of Maynard, and 
since that time not only have they been 
operated on full time with good wages, 
but extensive improvements have been 
made. The mills are now models not 
only for the United States, but for the 
world, and everything has been done 
also to make the community a model 
manufacturing town 
Treasurer William M. Wood of the 
American Woolen Company seemed to 
have touched with a magic hand the 
dormant woolen mill, and the dormant 
town as iwell, 
_Three_years ago. the. town bade. fair 
ere long to be as' was Goldsmith’s 
‘Deserted Village.’’ Today there is 
no more prosperous town in the com- 
monwealth than the town of Maynard. 
The population is increasing, its taxes” 
are low, its government ably adminis- 
tered, its people contented, well paid 
and happy, and all comes from the 
single industry of the town, the Assabet 
mills of the American Woolen Company 
“It-is worth while, not simply for the 
operative or the manufacturer, but for 
the general reader as well, to learn

much about this- model manufacturing— 


town of (Maynard. For there, relations 
between employer dnd employe: have 
always. been harmonious, and the May- 
nard experiment, although now having 
long passed the experimental stage, 
may well be taken as a model for other 
manufacturing communities. 

Whatever project may have been at 
work in the busy brain of Treasurer 
Wood ‘with his thirty .odd.mills to look 
after almost everv day of the week 
with their thousands and thousands. of 
operatives. to be. considered an‘ their 
every detail of management to be con- 
sidéred with them, it. seems wonderful 
that Treasurer Wood could have found 
time to lay out in detail, and carry out 
so minutely, the plans he laid out for 
the American Woolen Company in the 
then discouraged and dormant town of 
Maynard, ‘Mass. 

For he took not only the old woolen 
mills with their eight hundred em- 
ployes and started sna. up a8 if in a 
day, -bu e so added 
additions and iinproventedits that today 
two thousand operatives are employed, 
New structures, hundreds of feet in 
length and width, and-in- some cases 
six stories high have been added, and 
every little’detail of construction has 
been attended to until the mills them- 
selves—-are-models,~.and-in.their_equip-.. 
ment not only-is the latest modern ma- 
chinery provided, but every little essen- 
tial has ‘been looked after to make the 
mills in Maynard as near perfect as 
manufacturing and engineering skill 
can possibly bring about. 

With these extensive additions, com- 
ing almost in a day with the operatives 
to be provided for, and with the many 
lacking. these accommodations, an en- 
tire settlement was built up as resi- 
dences for the operatives of the milis. 

Not the dull brick buildings of Law- 
rence, Lowell and Fall River, in which 
pperatives live, not the frail box like 
houses familiar to all in other manu- 
facturing towns, but a whole section of 
handsome cottages scarcély. two alike, 
some double and some single, all of a 
tasteful architécture and all built upon 
the most improved modern plans. All 
with lawns in front, all equipped with 
bath tubs and up-to-date light, all con- 
structed. with a special sewerage sys- 
tem extending a mile and a half, away 
from the settlement so that the san- 
itary conditions are of the best, and all 
provided for operatives at the nominal 
cost of construction. The operatives 
may ‘buy them outright or upon the in- 
stalment plan, or pay a weekly rental. 

Directly across the street from the 
mills-is a large double boarding house 
for the operatives. This is built of 
wood, of tasteful architecture, furnish- 
ed inside with lighter woods, equipped 
with electric lights, steam heat, tub 
and shower baths, with dining rooms 
as cheerful as any to be found in a 


White mountain hotel, and witha table” 


equal to any that a hotel in a well reg- 
ulated community might afford. 

The history of the mills in Maynard 
affords a most interesting chapter from 
their foundation more than half a cen- 
tury. ago to the present time, when 
from a wooden saw-mill there has been 
developed the present marvelous plant: 

In 1845 Amory Maynard, a native of 
Marlboro: ‘Mass., purchased the water 
power on the site of the present plant. 
The locality was then a part of Sud- 
bury and Stow and was called Assa- 
bet village. Amory Maynard started a 
saw mill at the foot of Summer hill on 
what is now Mill street..and later on 
built and conducted a saw mill on the 
site of what is now the present office of 
the Assabet mills. 

Amory Maynard’s original business 
was that of supplying contractors and 
builders with lumber, and in the course 
of his business he supplied Mr. W. H. 
Knight of Saxonville with material for 
a carpet mill. This carpet mill was 
conducted in Saxonville, and Maynard 
and Knight became’ close personal as 
well as business friends. Maynard fur- 
nished lumber for Knight’s mill, and 
after a while Maynard induced Knight 
to go to Assabet village and there erect 
a mill for the the manufacture of car- 
pets and carpet yarns. 

Mr. Maynard had some time before 
purchased the’ water privileges around 
Assaibet village, and yery soon the firm 
of (Maynard and Knight began the 
manufacture of carpets. and carpet 
yarns. This was in 1847. At that time 
there was scarcely half a dozen houses 
in Assabet village, and these half a 
dozen Mr, Maynard owned. For in pur- 
chasing the water power adjacent.to 
the village of necessity he: purchased 
the ‘contiguous territory. He bought 
the Fort Meadow reservoir for $10,000, 
and afterwards sold it to the city of 
Boston for $80,000. Subsequently he 
bought it back for $10,000. He owned in 
addition other lands or the rights of 
flowage from Marlboro on both sides 
of the Assabet river to the site of the 
old saw mill, a distance of twelve miles, 
also Boon pond. This latter was in 
Stow four miles from the present mill 
and comprised a mill pond of 600 acres. 
His water rights ran through the towrs 
of Hudson, Gleasonville and Stowe. 

Mr. Knight of Saxonville realizing 
the business acumen of Mr. Maynard 
and seeing the possibilities that the 
future had in store, gladly formed a 
co-partnership, and such was the nu- 
cleus of the present manufacturing 
plant in Maynard, and such was the’be~- 
ginning of the town of Maynard also. 
The first mill was a wooden struc- 
by—50feet and it produced in 
its first year of operation, 
yarn to the value of $110,000. The 
plant was increased quite rapidly, new 
buildings of brick being added from

Correspondent's'‘Relates His Observances 
of Foot and Mouth Disease in 
Other Countries. 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 


Dear Sir:—Having seen the foot and 
mouth disease in cattle in more than 
one country in Europe, you may find 
room in your paper for me to say that 
we did not consider it a deadly disease, 
neither’ did we consider the milk from 
herds affected to be a dangerous liquor. 
The cow with this distemper gives very 
little milk; she is not in health and at 
once the usual quantity of milk is dimin- 
ished and the owner. is wise enough not 
to mix this milk with the milk he sells. 
Like many other evils in this world, the 
foot ‘and mouth disease is contagious 
and requires stringent measures. The 
killing of the diseased animal is the 
cheapest and best plan, and quarantine 
for-a-time-of-animals-which have been 
near the afflicted one is desirable. 

In France, whenever the milk is de- 
livered, it is scalded. The person who 
gets the milk never forgets to do so. It 
is heated to nearly boiling point at once. 
I don’t know whether this is a right 
thing to do, I merely mention that it is 
always done. By the way, I may state 
that when a farmer waters his milk in 
France, and he is convicted of same, he 
is not only fined, but a notice of his 
milk being bad is posted on his barn 
door by an official with a cocked hat, a 
red sash round his waist, and long spurs 
on his boots, with also a long sword 
hanging from the red. sash, so there are 


“some things we might learn from our 


sister Republic. 

Your valuable space may be too valu- 
able to find room for the following true 
story ,anent foot and mouth disease. 
Having a friend who was a veterinary 
surgeon, and who also broke young 
horses to the saddle, I often rode out 
with him as he was pleased to see how 
his colts behaved. Well, I went with 
him one day to a farm where there were 
many valuable cows. Foot and mouth 
disease was in the district. The farmer 
had recently bought a grand cow, a pure 
‘Booth Durham,” for whichrhe had paid 
500 dollars, and it was to see what was 
the matter with this cow the veterinary 
was called. This cow was out in the 
pasture along with the herd, but she was 
not eating. The animal was seedy look- 
ing, mouth watering, eyes were sunk in 
her head, and other symptons bad. After‘ 


about to write official document for 
foot and mouth’ disease, when I said, 
Doctor, did you hear a queer noise when 
she breathed? He said no, but we will 
look at her again before I sign this docu- 
ment. When the second examination 
was made I held her mouth open for the 
doctor to examine her mouth. He said 
here is your queer sound in the throat 
and here is my foot and mouth disease. 
He just put his hand in her mouth and 
pulled out.of her back teeth a big leather 
boot,\or rather the part of one. On get- 
ting quit of this piece of leather, the 
cow switched her tail and began to eat 
greedily. The fact was, that part of the 
leather being flapping in her throat and _ 
the other part held by palate teeth kept 
her from eating or drinking, and yet the. 
queer sound allowed her to breathe. 

“The farmer was se overjoyed, that 
owing to the supper he gave the doctor 
and myself to this day I could not say 
whether I rode the colt or the old horse 
coming home.

Augustus and Charles P. Hemenway 
were largely interested In the stock of 
the company, and Mr. Chas, P. Hemen- 
way succeeded to the presidency upon 


the death of Mr. Goddard, and Mr. 
Hemenway was in turn followed by 
Mr. W. H.. Hill of Boston. 


The new company for years conduct- 
ed a thriving business, its product find- 
ing a ready sale and additions of brick 
were made to the plant from time to 
time. 

In 1885 Mr, Amory Maynard retired 
from active management of the com- 
pany—on—decount.-of ill health, and. he 
was succeeded as agent by his nephew, 
Lorenzo Mayard. In. 1898, Lorenzo 
Maynard retired _as agent and was sc- 
ceeded by Mr. Amory Maynard, a 
grandson of the founder.

OFFICIALLY DECLARED INFECTED 


Notices have been posted about town 
by the state officials declaring Methuen 
in quarantine because of the foot and 
mouth disease among cattle.. The no- 
tice relating to Methuen especially 
reads: 

“Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
Cattle Bureau. of the State Board of 
Agriculture, order, declaring town of 
Methuen ‘to be infected with the foot 
and mouth disease. To all whom it 
may concern: ‘ 

By virtue of the power and authority 
vested in the cattle bureau of the state 
board of agriculture under provisions 
of, chapter 90 of the revised laws, ana 
ehanter-116 of the acts of 1902, you are 
hereby notified that the foot and mouth 
disease, which is a contagious disease, 
and is so recognized under the laws of 


| this commonwealth, exists extensively 
|; Among neat cattle, sheep and swine in 


some sections of this state. 

The, Town of Methuen is hereby de- 
clared to be infected territory, and all 
persons are forbidden te-drive-er trans= 

airy t: ? &~STTCFeDp, G eTiT= 
nants or swine over any public high- 
way in said town without a permit 
signed by the chief of the cattle bu- 
reau or his authorized. representative, 
or to turn out any such animals on any 
unfenced land until such time as it Is. 
declared. by the chief of the cattle bu- 
reau_ to be safe for the cattle traffic.to. 
be resumed. - Persons violating this 
order are~liable to the penalties pro- 
vided by law. Agents of the cattle bu- 
raeu, inspectors of animals, police offi- 
cials, and constables are called upon to 
See that this-order.is enforeed.” 

The order is signed by Austin Peters; 
chief of the cattle bureau. 

A second notice of a more general 
notice-is also posted. This notice re- 
cites the fact that the disease exists in 
certain parts of the state, and forbids 
“all auctions or public sales of neat 
cattle, sheep, other remnants or swine 
until further notice in towns declared to 
be infected, or adjoining towns, without 
a permit signed by the chief of the 
cattle bureau.” This order affects all 
towns and cities in Essex, Middlesev, 
Suffolk, Plymouth, Norfolk, Bristol, 
and Worcester counties. 

There appears to be no new develop- 
ments in town. The. cases here are 
well under control.
